It is well fo r everyo ne to re­ 
member o ccasio nally Dr. To m A. 
William’s list o f: "Po pular Mis­ 
co nceptio n® Abo ut the Bo dy— 
i 
“ I. Eight h-aurs sleep is essen­ 
tial to health. 
“2. Overwo rk leads to nervo us 
breakdo wn. 
“3. A carefull? Dlsnr.ed diet is 
essential to health. A variety o f 
fo o d is harmful. 
“4. Co nstipatio n is at the ro o t 
o f mo st physical ailments." 
Remember these are misco n­ 
ceptio ns. They are no t true, al­ 
tho ugh widely held as beliefs by 
large numbers o f the po pulatio n. 
I wo uld direct tim two mo thers 
attentio n particularly to the sen­ 
tence o n co nstipatio n. The first 
thing fo r the parents in bo th ra« es 
is no t to get ex cited abo ut it. <”o n- 
stipatio n is no t go ing to under­ 
mine the child’s health. The id* a 
th a’ a co nstipated perso n is ab­ 
so rbing po iso n all the time is a 
myth. Everyo ne o f us, no m atter 
ho w regular o ur habits, has fo o d j 
residue and bacteria in o ur intes­ 
tines every minute o f the 24 ho ur*. 
We do no t abso rb po iso n fro m th i« 
mr. ss. 
So do n’t surro und the children 
with an atmo sphere o f fussy so lici­ 
tude. With an o lder child this is 
especially bad. It auto matically 
makes the co nditio n wo rse. Do n't 
badger the child to go and sit o n 
the to ilet right after breakfast. 
Such pro cedures simply paralyze 
every mo vement in every milli­ 
meter o f the intestine. A large 
number. I suppo se the majo rity, 
o f children are co nstipated be­ 
tween the ages o f ten and abo ut 
six teen. They g*t o ver it. D o nt 
make them self-co nsci* us. 


In the case o f the I l-mo r.t: vo id 
infant tho co nstipatio n is pro b­ 
ably a signal fro m the digestive 
tract that it is ready to tackle 
mo re substantial fo o d. It can have 
raw as well as co o ked fruit and 


who le vegetables (no t pureed) and 
yo u can begin to cut do wn (no t 
sto p) the milk. Ho lt, in his Dis­ 
eases o f Infancy and Childho o d, 
writes: “ During the seco nd year 
children who suffer fro m co nsti­ 
patio n are usually benefited by 
reducing the amo unt o f milk and 
giving rn* re so lid fo o d. Especially 
valuable are additio ns o f bran in­ 
stead o f gruels. Fruits are valu­ 
able in all cases.” 


Use o f Mineral Oil 


Bo th the children under co nsid- 
era’io n are repo rted to be taking 
mineral o il and frequent enemas. 
The enemas sho uld be sto pped. 
They will, if persisted in. eventu- 
a'iy infect th 
bo wel muco sa with 
punctate 
ulceratio ns 
that
